Information indicating irregularities in connection with registration and herd 
management in the herd of F. F. Showers, Madera, California, having come to the at- 
tention of the Secretary, and following a preliminary investigation, a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was held at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, October 14, 1940, and it was 
voted that charges be preferred against the said F. F. Showers and he be given a hear- 
ing before the Executive Committee at its next meeting. 


The charges alleged that the said F. F. Showers had filed application for registry 
of four females, giving false dates of service and birth and recording the ages of these 
animals as three to seven years less than their actual ages, and that he had permitted 
several bulls of service age to run at pasture with his herd of registered females, mak- 
ing it impossible to determine the parentage of the offspring of said cows, and further, 
that his barn records and herd register were inaccurate and unreliable and definitely 


below the standard required for the keeping of such records regarding the progeny of 
purebred animals. 


The hearing before the Executive Committee was held at the Palmer House in 
Chicago, Illinois, November 22, 1940, and by unanimous vote of the committee the said 
F. F. Showers was expelled from membership in the Association, and by action of the 
Board of Directors on that same day the registrations of the four females were canceled 
and withdrawn from publication in the Herd-Book and the said F. F. Showers was denied 
all privileges of membership save only the right to transfer ownership of animals 
recorded in the Herd-Book prior to November 22, 1940, date of his expulsion from mem- 
bership. Mr. Showers failed to appear for the hearing, but upon receiving notice of his 
expulsion from membership, he filed an appeal to the Board of Directors from the deci- 
sion of the Executive Committee. Hearing on the appeal was held at the meeting of the 
Board of Directors at Hotel Olds, Lansing, Michigan, June 5, 1941, at which time Mr. 
Showers appeared to plead his case, and following the hearing the Board of Directors 
voted to sustain the action of the Executive Committee.

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The Signiticance 


In the current litigation by the New York State Guernsey 
Breeders Cooperative, Inc., to secure preferential treatment for 
Guernsey milk in certain markets under the State and Federal 
Market Orders, much expert testimony has been introduced 
relative to the composition of different breed milks and its 
significance in human nutrition. One of the most interesting 
pieces of testimony on this subject was presented by Dr. Horace 
R. Getz, now staff physician with the Henry Phipps Institute 
of the University of Pennsylvania; and formerly for several 
years a research worker at the University of Wisconsin, a» 
sociated with the Medical Bacteriology Department as Re- 
search Assistant, and later as an instructor. During this 
period he was a member of the Nutrition Committee of the 
Wisconsin General Hospital, located at Madison, Wis.. The 
following statement was made by Dr. Getz as a part of the 
record of the public hearing held by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture at Syracuse, N. Y., July 10, 1940. 


we have been studying the relationship of fish liver 

oils pre-formed or true vitamin A, and the precursor 
carotene to tuberculosis. Very early in our researches 
we learned that we would obtain knowledge that would 
be of value both to the nutrition specialists as well as 
to those treating tuberculosis. 


Five the past five and a half years in my laboratories 


Fortunately we have worked with human subjects as 
well as animals and in so doing discovered that the pre- 
cursor carotene behaved entirely differently in the human 
from what it does in the rat. 


Apparently healthy persons were found on routine 
testing to be vitamin A deficient. A total of eighteen 
such people were given carotene in conventional doses as 
treatment for their vitamin A deficiency. After a period 
of time, which was two months for a few of them, we 
increased the dosage to 90,000—200,000 units of the 
precursor carotene because no response had been noted 
to the conventional dose. 


“All but two of the subjects developed carotenemia 
rather promptly on this dosage as was evidenced by the 
yellowing of the skin of the ears, hands and nose. The 
two subjects who did not develop carotenemia were 
shown by tests to be breaking down the precursor caro- 
tene and utilizing the vitamin A thus formed. 


Another individual who was vitally interested in our 
results volunteered for another experiment designed to 
throw still more light on the failure of the precursor 
carotene to meet the human body’s demands for vitamin 
A. This subject was given large doses of the precursor 
carotene for thirty-one days. He exhibited marked caro- 
tenemia at that time, showing that he was well satu- 
rated with carotene. He was then placed on a diet void 
of all true vitamin A and void of all the precursor caro- 
tene. In the next eleven days, while still showing ob- 
vious evidence of carotene saturation, he began to show 
evidence of beginning vitamin A deficiency. This showed 
that the individual was unable to break down the pre- 
cursor carotene to vitamin A fast enough to supply his 
daily needs. In fact one could very easily say the evi- 
dence strongly suggests he could not convert it at all. 
He began to show evidence of vitamin A deficiency with 
a few days and only would expect the true vitamin A 
Stored in his liver to last him that period of time. 


The sixteen individuals who had failed to convert 
the precursor carotene were given true vitamin A in

fish liver oils. All showed a rather prompt response and 
the symptoms of vitamin A deficiency disappeared. 

Still another experiment was carried out to point to 
the human weaknesses in the handling of carotene. Two 
groups of University dormitory girls volunteered to go 
on experimental diets. One group received a diet low in 


vitamin A, but high in carotene; and the_ sec- 
ond group received a diet high in vitamin 
A and low in carotene. 5,000 units of the pre- 


cursor carotene were added to the first diet after most 
of the vitamin A was deleted. 5,000 units of vitamin A 
in fish liver oil were added to the second diet after most 
of the carotene had been deleted. After six weeks on 
these diets sixty-four per cent of the girls on high caro- 
tene diet showed they were not maintaining their pre- 
vious level of vitamin A nutrition. On the other hand, 
eighty-eight per cent of the girls on the high true vita- 
min A diet showed an increase in their nutritive level 
of vitamin A. 


The above examples show clearly that carotene is 
not the equivalent unit for unit of vitamin A so far as 
human nutrition is concerned. This is not a new scienti- 
fic finding, for many workers have hinted at it before 
and presented findings which did not agree yith the 
good conversion of carotene as noted with rats. Beecher 
et al published in the journal of Nutrition 17: 317-331, 
April 1939, that it took 25-35 International Units of 
vitamin A per kilogram of body weight per day to main- 
tain normal dark adaptation. Freedom from night 
blindness whereas it required between 43 and 103 In- 
ternational Units of carotene. I should like to call at- 
tention to the fact that she did not attempt to set up a 
conversion factor as she had individuals which could get 
along on as low as 25 units of vitamin A, and some that 
required 55 units, which is a variation of more than one 
hundred per cent. 


“Guilbert et al published in the Journal of Nutrition, 
13: 543-564, in May, 1937, that cattle, sheep and swine 
needed 40-50 International Units of carotene; only 18- 
24 International Units of vitamin A are needed to ful- 
fill daily requirements. Clausen, Bessey and Wolback, 
and Wilson, working separately, have all suggested that 
vitamin A and carotene are not equivalent. 


Even in rats some workers have found that vitamin 
A is more potent than carotene when given to relieve 
vitamin A deficiency symptoms. Sutton and Krauss. in 
the Bi-monthly Bulletin of the Ohio Agriculutral Ex- 
periment Station, for January, February of 1936, pub- 
lished in table 2 that butterfat which contains both 
vitamin A and precursor carotene was less than one- 
third as potent as was cod liver oil which contains only 
true vitamin A. 

It is very important not to confuse the color of milk 
with its vitamin A content. Holstein and Ayrshire milk 
fat contain less carotene and more vitamin A than does 
the milk fat from the Guernsey and Jersey cow, Bau- 
mann et al published in the Journal of Biological Chem- 
istry, April 1934, page 167, that Holstein butterfat con- 
tained 4.3 micrograms of carotene and 10.1 micrograms 
of vitamin A in the winter months. When this is con-

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Address of President A. C. Oosterhuis 


Given at the Annual Convention, Lansing, Mich. June 4 


HE dairy industry—our Holstein industry especi- 

I ally—is a bright spot in a dark year. 1940-1941 is 

one of the darkest years the world has known. Never 

in world history has an outlook changed so completely 

and so rapidly in one year. Throughout our history, at 

the national conventions, we have lived in an atmosphere 

of hope, of anticipation for more and better things, for 

more and better people. It is thus difficult, even in a 

Holstein convention, apparently, to divorce ourselves 
from the events of the hour. 

We should not divorce our activities from the great 
problem that is before us. Imperfectly though it may 
be, we need in our deliberations to formulate our plans 
so that the activities of the year will bring results that 
will contribute our just share, whether it be large or 
small, toward lessening the suffering and solving the 
problems of a bleeding, almost gasping world. 

We should, therefore, not begin this convention with- 
out sensing anew a feeling of thankfulness that our 
country has been spared, and a feeling that democracy 
must work. We shall be conscious anew of the necessity 
not only of making democracy work, but that we should 
be able to appreciate anew our blessings. 

Thus, we come together in our 1941 convention, as 
it has been so desirable and characteristic to do annually, 
for social interests and benefits, to plan together and to 
execute together better than ever before the expressed 
intelligent desires of our breeders. This is your meeting: 
don’t fail to make yourselves a part of it. 

We come from all parts of the United States, and we 
will have differences of opinion, but we are definitely 
all on the same job. We in this country have learned 
the great lesson of knowing how to deal with each 
other’s differences of opinion, and the deliberations of 


the convention will prepare us for greater and more 
definite effort. 


The purebred breeder more than the general dairy- 
man, the dairyman more than the general livestock 
breeder, and the general livestock breeder more than 
the grain farmer, are at a disadvanage in these trying 
hours as compared to organized labor or industry, in 
general. The dairy farm help program is more trying 
than most organizations will experience. We all sensed 
last week-end (Memorial Day Week End) when other 
industries closed on Thursday night and opened again 
on Monday morning that we could not close. Memorial 
Day, Saturday, Sunday were much alike to us. 


Thus, I am going to urge this body to pass a resolu- 
tion appealing for deferment classification for men 
trained in farm production of dairy products. If that 
is not done, if the spread in wages continues, and trained, 
able-bodied men are taken away from the dairy indus- 
try, and especially from the purebred industry, the pure- 
bred breeders will have a problem during this period of 
stress with which they cannot cope. 


We as farmers are willing to work Memorial Day, 
Saturdays, Sundays, as is necessary in the dairy business. 
We are willing to go to daylight saving, in order to save 
electricity. We are willing now to go to gasless Sundays, 
if it saves gas for the nation. 


But we want to see that that terrific tax load, which 
we must face together through these busy, busy days, is 
met by a discontinuing of the WPA as it is conducted. 
We can stop WPA right where it is and take it up again 
when there is a reconstruction period. Thus, just as we, 
as dairy farmers, endeavor to save and to eliminate 
waste, we can rightly urge that same passionate effort 
to eliminate waste and to save upon every government 
agency. 

Fortunately, government has set its hand to give 
the farmer some protection in his returns. This is 
probably the first time that it has been so clearly desir- 
able and so urgent to increase the food products of 
America. Increased labor costs are definitely with us. 
Terrific taxes are in front of us. But we as farmers 
are willing without complaint and without strikes, not 
only to do our share, but to do our utmost. 

1940 was one of the biggest years that the Holstein 
Association has had. Based on an analysis from all 
angles, I believe it has been the greatest year. 1941 


looks like an excellent year. It seems to me that we as 
delegates as workers in the field should express our ap- 
preciation to the workers in our offices and in the Ex- 
tension Departments for the work that they are per- 
forming. We should express our thanks, either as a 
body or individually, to Mr. Norton and Mr. Householder, 
encouraging them to even more successful achievement. 
They need this encouragement in order to make possible 
the carrying of peak loads which have definitely been up- 
on their shoulders. 

I do not want to miss the most important angle in 
our association’s activities. That is the responsibility of 
the individual breeder. Not officers, nor committees, 
nor employees, but members, are the vital factor in the 
success of the association. A corporation sometimes 
measures its size by the number of men it employs and 
the number of horsepower it can exert, but a corpora- 
tion such as ours must measure its asset in the confi- 
dence and the loyalty it can instill in its members. 

Some very encouraging reports will be given by 
your Secretary. One angle will emphasize the large 
number of new members that are coming into the Na- 
tional Holstein Association. I sometimes wonder whether 
we are giving these new members, as they come to us, 
the welcome and the streamlined service that should be 
characteristic of our day and age. I would like to give 
you an example that will bring home this thought. 

A short time ago I received a letter from a promin- 
ent executive of a company, stating that he was inter- 
ested in going into the Holstein industry. He stated 
that he had sent a letter to an extension represent- 
ative in his state asking where he could purchase two 
purebred heifers for foundation stock. He received a let- 
ter from the representative, giving the names of several 
breeders who might possibly have cattle to sell. This 
busy executive wrote a letter to these individual men 
and failed to get a reply from a single one of them. 
In other words, our market seemed so good that the 
man in the business of breeding and growing purebred 
cattle didn’t want to even answer the man who was in- 
terested in going into the business. 

A little bit later he wrote again to those names 
given him, asking if they would answer his letter. He 
finally purchased two heifers to fill his want. 

In a few weeks, he received a letter from a farmer 
in one of the Southern states asking to quote him prices 
on a carload of Holstein heifers. Although an entire 
beginner in the industry, his name had been given as 
possibly having a carload to sell. 

He wanted to point out to me that we were missing 
something in the service that we were giving people who 
wanted to go into the Holstein business. I am pointing 
that out not only as a mistake of this extension worker— 
it is a mistake too often of all of us. Our industry is 
missing in not taking care of the men who are interested 
in going into the business, in a way that businessmen ex- 
pect it to be done. How meager the information we 
have that will help the buyer or the seller. 

We want to thank the men who are working in the 
barns, year in and year out, taking care of cattle, and 
the men who are at the shows, make the shows a success. 
I believe that we can appeal to them today, under our 
present labor conditions, to give better service than in any 
previous year to the men who give them employment. 
A great many men are in our business today not be- 
cause they need it for an income, but because they love 
the Holstein cow, and if the workers taking care of 
cows as milkers or herdsmen or superintendents can 
give a better service and work more closely with the 
men who give them employment we are going to de- 
velop to new heights and keep the herds which we have 
started. I want to thank them for this loyalty—and I 
believe it is a higher degree of loyalty than we can find 
in almost any labor—employer relationship. 

I want to thank the agricultural colleges of the 
various states for their helpfulness in research and pro- 
motion. I can recall that in the early history of the 
Agricultural College in Wisconsin, Dean Henry was criti- 
cized because he recommended bran as a feed for dairy 
cows. A good many farmers thought he was lined uP

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Visiting the Western Herds 


April 13 (Easter Sunday) 

Not many have gall enough to 
call on a friendly breeder on Easter 
Sunday, expecting him to tour you 
about to see his neighbor’s herds as 
well. My cheerful victim was one of 
Washington’s favorite Holstein sons, 
Ivar Youngquist. After dinner at 
Mt. Vernon’s nice little President 
Hotel, we Forded over to brother 
Emil Youngquist’s. Several mem- 
pers of this herd were then milking 
at an 80-lb clip, and I noticed a nice 
lot of good-uddered daughters of 
the old ‘‘Lola”’ bull (King Fayne 
Waukona), a proven sire now in 
service at the Western Washington 
Experiment Station. A son of ‘‘Lola” 
from a 738-lb fat ‘Excellent’ 
daughter of Chinook Homestead 
Hero, is the present herd sire. This 
“Hero” bull was one of those poor 
unfortunates whose daughters were 
slow in maturing. Used in the 
herds of both Ivar and Emil, his 
daughters were disappointing pro- 
ducers as two-year-olds, and he con- 
sequently got the axe. Today the 
best animals in Ivar’s herd are the 
daughters of ‘“‘Hero’’, big rugged 
cows with good udders and box-car 
rumps, and outstanding mature 
records. He has 44 Herd Test 
daughters with an M. B. average of 
591 lbs fat, and individual records 
up to 738. 

The Gallacher’s over near Lacon- 
ner finished a 528-lb fat CTA herd 
average last year on 28 cows, two- 
time milking. They have a very 
showy herd sire by Governor of Car- 
nation from an 800-lb fat Class B 
2-year-old daughter of Inka _ the 
Great. We saw some other good 
granddaughters of ‘“Governor” in 
the Lockhart herd. 

Ivar’s own herd at Bow is strong 
in Hazelwood blood. In the back- 


ground is old ‘‘Hero’’, the slow 
starter but exceedingly strong fin- 
isher. Then came ‘‘Andy” (Chinook 


Fayne Leda Andy), son of Hazelwood 
Fayne King from a double Hazel- 
wood dam. ‘‘Andy’s’’ 7 Herd Test 
daughters average on an M. B. 
basis 504 lbs fat, and include a num- 
ber of show winners. Present sire 
is Vernway Hazelwood Count, a son 
of “Andy” from a lovely 487-lb two- 
year-old member of Ivar’s best cow 


family. The “Supreme” bull at 
Emil’s also sees some service in the 
Vernway herd. More Hazelwood 


comes into the picture through the 
Colony Farms sire, Colony Douglas 
Heilo, a son of Hazelwood Heilo Sir 
Bessie (as his name indicates), from 
a 798-lb. 3.7% daughter of Carna- 
tion Romeo Posch (1% brother to Col- 
ony’s ‘“‘Romeo 6th.’’) 


Last stop of the day, before taking 
the Great Northern for Vancouver, 
was at R. E. Waugh’s. This entire 
herd is descended from one great old 
cow that had 7 daughters in five 
year’s time. There are some fine 
young daughters by a son of Car- 
nation Peerless that have made an 
average of over 400 lbs of fat as 
first calf heifers. This herd is now

on three-time milking and going hot. 
The Waugh’s, father and son, are 
expecting to break 600-lbs with their 
1941 herd averages. 

April 14 

Pete Moore met me at the Hotel 
and we went over to Jake Grauer’s 
dairy on the edge of town. An im- 
portant source of Vancouver’s fluid 
milk supply, this herd is also breed- 
ing some good cattle along the Col- 
ony family lines. 

Unless one is already somewhat 
familiar with the vast breeding pro- 
gram at Colony Farms, it is a bit 
difficult to grasp much of it in a 
single afternoon. This was my first 
crack at it, and I regret that such of 
the torrent of bloodline explanation 
Pete gave me (pulling the “book’’ 
only once) never sunk in beyond my 
all too shallow saturation point. The 
two old bulls, ‘‘Heilo’’ and ‘‘Romeo”’ 
are still occupying the honor yards 
in the end of the bull barn, ‘‘Heilo’”’ 
at age 16 and ‘“‘Romeo” at 15. Both 
are slipping pretty badly as effective 
sires, although there is still hope 
that ascorbic shots-in-the arm may 
bring them back. The daughters of 
these two grand old century sires 
are a marvelous lot-of-big, rugged 
cows, with lots of what Pete calls 
“guts.’’ The best type in the herd 
today is coming from the ‘‘smoother- 
up” bulls, Colony Morag Hengerveld 
4th (sire of the “Flood Hengerveld”’ 
heifer that just missed out on the 
Cow Palace Classic Sale): a young 
son.of this sire from a Romeo daugh- 
ter with a 1004-lb fat record (Rom- 


eo’s highest); and the ‘‘Perfection’”’ 
bull. 
The total list of tested Romeo 


daughters now adds up to 133, with 
Heilo a close second at 116 (top of 
1156 lbs). Among the figures in 
the office are the averages for 1940. 
139 head were tested in R. O. P. 
with a grand average of 637 lbs fat, 
18,874 lbs milk. Thirty-one of these 
were two-year-olds, with an average 
of 609 lbs fat. This was the third 
consecutive year the herd has aver- 
aged above 600 lbs fat, and it was 
the highest year yet. 
April 15 

Lunched with Rube and Merton 
Moore in town and then went out to 
Carnation. Rube had been home 
only a couple days from his first 
vacation since he put his nose to 
the Carnation grindstone—a month 
in Southern California. 


Carnation is counting on showing 
in the east this fall, and I’ll stick 
my neck out quite a ways on the 
youngster they are grooming for 
the two-year-old bull classes. Keep 
him in mind. Also watch for the 
great “‘Senator-Clipper”’ battle. An- 
other front-page item—‘‘Tilda” of 
S. B. Hall’s famed produce is now a 
prospective mother of a “‘Governor”’ 
son, to become a Carnation herd 
sire. She has been purchased solely 
with this object in view, and prob- 
ably will not be shown again, nor 
put onto the four-time string. If 
she comes through with the goods 


on the ‘“‘Governor”’ or service, ‘‘Im- 
perial”’ is to have the next crack at 
her for another hoped-for herd sire. 

Test-barn news was abundant and 
exceedingly cheerful. The young 
Mapcap heifer, first-calf junior three- 
year-old (by “‘Governor’’), had just 
a month to go with a total of 1101 
lbs to her credit, and 29,031 lbs 
milk, turning in 108 lbs fat for her 
11th month. She is certain to have 
finished by this time with over 1200 
lbs fat and 30,000 lbs milk, for a 
new world championship in her class, 
the present record holder’ being 
Finderne Holingen Fayne with 1116 
lbs made back in 1914-15. Will 
give you the whole story as soon as 
everything is officially verified. 

The ‘“‘Governor’s” are going to 
town in the test barn, and dont be 
suprised if he sails on by old 
“Sandy”’ a few years from now on 
number 1000-pounders and 30,000- 
pounders. They have nearly 100 of 
his daughters. To date six have 
been through the four-time string, 
with an average of 1050 Ibs fat, 
3.96% _ test! Of those that have 
finished, one, with 1122 lbs, is dam 
of a Grahamholm sire in Minnesota 
and a George Fox sire in Illinois. 
The. first Imperial daughter is now 
on 4-time. 7 Class B daughters 
have finished with an average of 
652 lbs. ‘‘Peerless’”’ (the third glam- 
our bull) has 26 first-calf Class B 
daughters with a 528-lb average 
(3.5%). The _  Imperial-Peerless 
cross looks particularly promising 
as to udders and general show class. 
“Renown” is coming in for a good 
sampling, with 40 head bred to him 
at present. 

1940 Carnation records summarize 
as follows: 18 in Class A with an 
average of 946 lbs fat, 25,342 lbs 
milk; 51 in Class B (all ist calf 
stanchion-milked heifers) averaging 
567 lbs fat 15,628 lbs milk. 

April 16 

S. B. Hall’s herd is a hot bed of 
Hazelwoods. Recently purchased 
from the Funk herd in Washington 
are several other maternal sisters 
to ‘Tilda’ and her white ‘‘Lola’’ sis- 
ter in the reserve All-American Pro- 
duce, all of them rich in Hazelwood 
corpuscles. “Tilda’s’’ old mother is 
also in the herd, ten years old, and 
with a lifetime average test of 4.2%. 
S. B. has four of her daughters, 
Carnation one, and there is another 
somewhere. Most impressive mem- 
bers of the herd are the daughters 
of Carnation Governor Inka, the 
oldest of which are now with second 
calves. They have the udders and 
the tops, and test from 3.5 to 4.3%. 
Another fine group are the rather 
late maturing daughters of S. B.’S 
son of ‘‘Materpiece.”’ This sire is 
out of a Hazelwood dam. A third 
sire is a son of the old “‘Toby”’ bull 
and out of old Waukona Myretta. 

We stopped in for a short visit 
at the Morningside Hospital, where 
the herd has averaged 683 lbs of 
fat (1940) and over 600 Ibs the

Died May 1, 1941 
Colorado’s Great Brood Cow Ends a 
Long Life of Production and Herd 
Building

made mention of the organization of the Tri County 

Holstein Breeders’ Association on February 23, 
1922, but they never knew anything about a little bit 
of a black calf that was born on that zero day at the 
Henry Farm. The much vaunted association died long 
ago but the calf lived to become one of the great cows 
of Holstein history. 

For every one person who knew her as Cragdale Va- 
lentine Skylark Ormsby 766079 there are a hundred who 
have seen and reverently admjred “Old Valentine.” 
Sired by a half brother to Duchess Skylark Ormsby, the 
breed’s first 1,200 lb fat cow, and from a daughter of 
Johan Duchess De Kol Lad, she had a right to be good 
and she was. 


For nineteen years Valentine made her home at the 
farm where she was born under the shadow of the Rocky 
Mountains. Significantly she not only made her home 
there but she made a home for her owner, C. W. Henry 
and his family. More than any other factor, Old Valen- 
tine is responsible for Carl Henry’s success as a breeder 
of Holstein Friesian cattle. She gave him seven bull 
calves and seven heifer calves and threw in 210,698 lbs 
of milk and 7,352 lbs of butterfat for good measure. Of 
the 48 head in Mr. Henry’s herd today, all but 5 are 
Valentine’s descendants. The 545.4 lb fat average of 
Mr. Henry’s herd reported in Volume 12 of the Red 
Book was made almost entirely on Valentine breeding. 
No other cow in the history of Colorado’s dairying has 
contributed so much as has this one. From this farm 
of Carl Henry’s descendants of Valentine have been sold 
directly to California, Colorado, New Mexico, Idaho, 
Kansas, Utah, Iowa, Washington, Oregon, Illinois, 
Wyoming, Nebraska, and Wisconsin.

Valentine was the Grand Champion cow at the 
Denver show in 1930 and 1931. As a baby she started 
out as junior champion at the Colorado State Fair in 
1922 but she soon became too busy to spend much of 
her time travelling around so she sent her sons and 
daughters to show the world her prowess. Soon the 
name of Valentine became one to respect in the show 
rings of the intermountain country. She became the 
dam of the 1st prize produce at Colorado State Fair in 
1936, 1937, 1938, 1939 and 1940. Her daughters were 
1st prize 2 yr. olds and 1st prize 4 yr. olds at Colorado 
in 1936 and 1938. Another daughter was first junior 
yearling and junior champion in 1937 and another was 
first 2 yr. old in 1938 and her son was Ist 3 yr old in 
1936. 


Four of her daughters that have reached milking age 
have ten records that average 589.9 lbs of fat. Four of 
these records were 2 yr. old ones, three were 3 yr. old 
records, two were 4 yr. olds and only one has been made 
at maturity. She had three great proven sons. Her 
first calf, King Gerben Ormsby Lincoln, had three daugh- 
ters that averaged 777 lbs of fat on A. R. test and four 
daughters with 16 records, all of which averaged 649.4 
Ibs of fat. Another son, Sir Valentine Ormsby Mercedes, 
sold to the Colorado State College, has nine daughters 
with 24 records that average 12,947 lbs of milk and 429 
lbs of fat in 337 days and still another son, sold to the 
Utah Industrial School at Ogden, Utah, has five daugh- 
ters with 14 records that average 14,289 lbs of milk and 
597.0 lbs of fat with a 4.18% test just to talk about. 

The following table taken from the C. T. A. books 
of C. W. Henry’s herd shows in detail the phenomenal 
production of this grand old cow.

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The Honor List Breeders of 1940 


National Honor List for 1940 were bred by 204 

breeders located in 35 states, the District of Colum- 
bia and three Canadian provinces. Figuring the points 
scored by breeders by the use of the table published on 
page 8 of our issue of June 7, we find that Carnation 
Milk Farms leads as breeder the same as they did as 
owner, scoring 620 points as breeder as compared with 
632 as owner. Several of their high record heifers, al- 
though daughters of present Carnation herd sires, were 
pred by others, and to partly counterbalance this, there 
were a number of Carnation-bred cows developed by 
others that appeared on the 1940 Honor List. 

Winterthur Farms take second place both as breeder 
and as owner, breeding animals that scored 505 points, 
slightly more than their score as owner. The U. S. 
Dairy Division at Beltsville takes third place as breeder, 
having bred all of the animals that scored for them 374 
points as owner. Csborndale bred more than they de- 
veloped and is in fourth place as breeder with 302 
points. Mendocino State Hospital is fifth with 256, Laux- 
mont sixth with 253 and Cornell University moves up 
into seventh place with 203 points as breeder. 

It is interesting to note that the 20 leading names on 
the list of Honor List Breeders all rank among the first 
24 as Honor List owners and that with one exception all 
of the 25 leading owners rank among the top forty as 
breeders. 

The ten leading breeding states on the 1940 Honor 
List are the same as the ten leading states for owners 
although the order of the ten is not exactly the same in 
every particular. California, Maryland, Wisconsin and 
Washington are the first four states as breeders the same 
as they were for owners.

All-American Awards 1941 


t HIS reference to pictures reminds us it is time again 

i to announce that the All-American Awards will be 

continued in 1941 for the twentieth consecutive 

year. The method of selection will be the same as that 
followed in 1940. 


Every first prize winner at a state or provincial fair, 
a first and second prize winner at a National or Regional 
show, is eligible for nomination. The owner has the 
responsibility of submitting a suitable unretouched pho- 
tegraphs of each individual or group he desires to have 
given consideration. Such photographs should be taken 
to show the animal in substantially the same stage as it 
appeared when exhibited. 


These pictures of eligible animals are then submitted 
to a Nomination Committee, which is a sub-committee 
of the All-American Selection Committee. From these 
Pictures, the Nomination Committee will select the top 
six in each of the fifteen classes. From these nomina- 
tions the Selection Committee will select the All-Ameri- 


cans of 1941. This committee will be made up of the 
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judges who officiate this year at about two dozen of the 
leading shows of the United States and Canada. 

To owners, we would say now in advance, it is im- 
portant that you secure good pictures of your winners 
that you wish to submit for nomination. Since it is im- 
possible for the Selection Committee to see each candi- 
date in the flesh, it is necessary to depend on pictures. 
Hence the importance of securing good clear pictures, 
properly posed, so that the committee can form a fair 
judgment. Whether your candidate is finally chosen 
among the top six in its class in the U. S. and Canada, 
and thus secures nomination, you are invited to submit 
the picture as promptly as possible after your show igs 
judged, as the World will endeavor to publish in its news 
columns pictures of all winners that may be submitted. 
It won’t be long now. 


More Dairy Production Asked 

O supply Britain’s needs for cheese and evaporated 
I milk, the U. S. dairy industry is asked to increase 

production by six to eight per cent. The dairy in- 
dustry recognizes it as a patriotic duty to comply just as 
far as it is able. 

Government figures show that on June 1, despite 
drought conditions in the Eastern half of the United 
States, milk production was up 5% from a year earlier 
and was the largest on record for that date. 

But more is needed. Drought conditions continue 
in a large part of this area, which will have its effect 
on the normal course of summer production, and as 
consumer incomes continue to increase our domestic 
consumption will take up more and more of the supply. 
We would not have that otherwise for the proper nour- 
ishment of our own people and we feel that suggestions 
which have been made for restricting consumption 
through milkless days and cream-less meals are de- 
cidedly ill-advised. 

We have the dairy plant and the feed supplies to 
meet the requests which Britain has made and also to 
take care of the full requirements of our own people. 
The vital factor is one of price. We can make the needed 
increases in production very quickly by heavier feeding 
—which will be generally practiced by dairymen just as 
soon as prices reach levels which permit them to do 
so without actual financial loss. They are not in a posi- 
tion to do it if they have to do it at a loss. Feed stuffs 
are advancing in price; farm labor is much higher, and 
in many sections almost unobtainable at any price, due 
to the demands ( and wages) of Defense Industries, and 
failure to defer farm labor earlier in the draft program. 

Dairy farmers do not as a rule have a back log of 
resources that will enable them to really put this pro- 
gram over unless they can by an adequate price be reim- 
bursed for the extra costs involved. As a class, they 
yield to no other industry or group in their patriotic 
support of the Battle for Democracy, but they had a 
tough battle of their own to keep their businesses intact 
during these past years. Now they should have proper 
consideration in a price for their products which will 
permit them to really turn on the steam in this business 
of production of essential food. 

As Chief Reed pointed out in his remarks at the 
Lansing Convention, it will be much preferable to secure 
this increased production by heavier feeding, rather than 
by any large expansion in our cattle numbers. In the 
first place, it will be quicker as herds cannot be increased 
except over a longer range program of raising more 
heifers. Likewise the added numbers would be a burden 
and an embarrassment later on after the emergency 
has passed. The opportunity for our pure bred dairy 
cattle breeders exists as never before to perform a worth- 
while service in promoting larger and more efficient 
production through wider use of better sires in dairy 
herds, and the expansion of testing programs so far as 
labor conditions will permit. 


If You Were A Rat 


E are sure our readers and the public generally 
will be deeply interested in the statement by Dr. 
Horace R. Getz, which we publish in this issue, 
relative to the ability of the human system to convert 
carotene into vitamin A. 
In previous experimentation rats have been generally 
used as the subjects to determine the percentage of 
carotene thus converted, and the figures thus secured

have been applied to the human system. This, Dr. Getz 
now demonstrates is in error with the further conclu- 
sion that human individuals vary so greatly in this re- 
spect that the use of any average figures is meaningless 
as they apply to any individual case. A very few people 
apparently are able to make fairly complete conversion; 
many more are not able to convert at all. He concludes 
that 20% efficiency of conversion would be a high fig- 
ure for this average, instead of the 50% figure used as a 
result of the experiments with rats. 


He shows from his case records that many people 
eating a surplus of carotene, to an extent that they are 
suffering from carotenemia (yellowing of the complexion 
at the base of the nose, the ears, palms of the hands, 
etc.) may still test as utilizing an insufficient supply of 
vitamin A. 

It is generally accepted that Holstein milk fat is 
highest of any of the breeds in vitamin A—lowest in 
carotene, which explains the lighter color of Holstein 
milk, vitamin A being a colorless substance, while caro- 
tene is yellow. Guernsey milk is highest in carotene 
content (which explains its yellower color) and lowest 
of all the breeds in vitamin A. Carotene being the pre- 
cursor of vitamin A, it has been claimed in behalf of 
the Guernsey that her milk had the greatest total vit- 
amin A potency when taken into the human system. 


If you were a rat, the evidence would support this 
claim by a narrow margin. Otherwise, it is clear from 
the work of Dr. Getz that Holstein milk fat is supreme 
in this respect of vitamin A. value; in fact that 3.5 lbs 
of Holstein milk fat is essentially equal to 4.5 lbs of 
Guernsey milk fat. The conclusion is obvious that 
color of milk is a misleading guide as to either its vita- 
min A content or richness. 


Perhaps the golden color of Guernsey milk will 
some day come to be recognized for what it is—simply 
the mark of inefficiency of the breed in converting the 
carotene of their daily ration into vitamin A which is 
the end-product of carotene useful in the human diet. 


For Unretouched Photographs 


E congratulate the American Guernsey Cattle Club 
Wn taking a strong official position in the matter 

of requesting Guernsey breeders to discontinue 
having photographs of their animals retouched. It has 
been a subject of discussion for some time. 


Portraits of animals, as turned out from the studios 
of our professional livestock photographers, are of un- 
questioned beauty and art—but to the extent that the 
anatomy of the subjects is altered, they become a mis- 
leading record of their actual type. Their real value is 
accordingly impaired. 


The World took a strong position in this matter over 
20 years ago, and our Holstein breeders have recognized 
its soundness, with the result that almost never does a 
Holstein breeder even think of having his cattle pictures 
retouched. We are happy to have the Guernsey organi- 
zation follow in the same direction, because there is no 
question of its soundness. We hope the Jersey, Ayrshire 
and Brown Swiss breeds may take a similar step. There 
is little sound argument that can be advanced against it. 


This comment is in no sense intended as a criticism 
of our excellent livestock photographers. They are 
always willing to give their customers the service they 
ask for. Their skill and patience in posing the animals 
properly and in securing the right lighting effects, etc., 
makes their work just as outstanding for true photo- 
graps as for portraits.

verted to vitamin A units, using the accepted standard 
of .6 micrograms of carotene for one U. S. P. unit of 
vitamin A and .3 micrograms of vitamin A for one U. S. 
P. unit of vitamin A, we have have a total of 40.7 U. S. 
P. units of vitamin A potency. When this vitamin A 


potency is broken down into its relative components, 
we find that eighty-two per cent is present as true 
vitamin A for the Holstein butterfat. When the same 


is done for Guernsey butterfat, we find that only 56.6 
per cent of its total vitamin A poteney is present in the 
butterfat as true vitamin A. In the summer months 
when carotene is present in greater abundance in the 
cows’ diet, this percentage is dropped to fifty per cent 
true vitamin A in the Guernsey butterfat. 


These figures show how misleading the color of milk 
can be in regard to true vitamin A content. Color more 
nearly parellels the carotene content of the milk, but 
we must remember that carotene is only one of a large 
series of carotenoids which may be present to color the 
milk. Carotene is the only one that has been shown to 
be potential source of vitamin A for the rat. Unfortun- 
ately the color of milk has been used as an indicator of 
vitamin A potency, when the only basis for such a con- 
tention was rat erperimentation. Human diet experimen- 
tation does not support these claims, since we have such 
different results with carotene. This view is shared by 
Bessey and Wolback who state in “‘The Vitamins” page 
37: “One cannot conclude that the more highly pig- 
mented milks necessarily have a higher vitamin A act- 
ivity, or although Guernsey milk may contain more 
carotene than other milks, it also contains less vitamin 
A, so the difference according to breed in total vitamin 
A activity seems to be small.” Palmer also stated in 
the same book: “Some breeds such as the Guernsey con- 
vert a smaller proportion of absorbed pigment than 
others, thus accounting for the larger proportion of caro- 
tene than of true vitamin A in their milk fat in con- 
trast to Holstein milk fat which is even lower in caro- 
tene but richer in true vitamin A.”’ 

It is very improbable that carotene in any way 
changes the flavor of milk since it is fat soluble, and to 
be tasted, substances must in some way be soluble in 
water. 

The Guernsey cow is a poorer converter of carotene 
than other members of her animal species, but this is a 
relative thing, for all cows handle carotene very poorly. 
Baumann et al, in the Journal of Biological Chemistry 
for April 1934, point out that for all breeds the caro- 
tene economy is poor. The output of carotene and vita- 
min A together in the milk cannot account for more 
than five per cent of the intake of carotene in the cows’ 
diet. Palmer in ‘‘The Vitamins’ supports this view 
when he says, page 24: “It is clearly unnecessary for 
man or animals to make this conversion when vitamin 
A is provided per se in the diet. Indeed question has 
been raised as to whether all species are able to form 
vitamin A from carotene.” Rea and Drummond, in the 
Ztschr F. Vitaminforsch, 1: 177. 1932 publish informa- 
tion that seems to show that the rat cannot convert the 
precursor carotene. 

In all the work until the last few years rats 
used as the experimental animal. We cannot 
our knowledge from this species to man until it is 
tested out. We know that there is a species difference 
in the handling of vitamin A as the rat converts caro- 
tene readily, but the cow does not. For his reason 
much of what has been written about rats is without 
foundation when we talk about human nutrition. This 
includes the earlier statements by Eccles on the health 
significances of color in milk, and the 1935 edition of 
Rogers’ text which bases its statements on rat experi- 
mentation. 


One of the reasons why the transfer of knowledge 
from the rat to human nutrition is treacherous is due 
to the fact that that in the present laboratory rat we 
have an animal which is practically homozygous: it has 
been inbred by brother and sister matings for hundreds 
of generations until now one animal is just like an- 
other. They are even more alike constitutionally than 
the oft-quoted “‘peas in a pod.’”’ For this reason uniform

results are common in rat experiments where the en- 
vironment is the same. 


Uniform results in human ex- 
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perimentation are rare. 
individuals are apt to show very marked differences in 


Man is very heterozygous, and 


response to various stimuli. Therefore, it is entirely 
in keeping with what is known about man to find one 
individual who cannot convert the precursor carotene 
at all, and others who can convert it poorly, and a few 
who can convert it well. I have found only one indiv- 
idual that could convert it well. I have found many 
who must be able to convert part of it; and I have found 
people deficient of vitamin A, but normal in every other 
respect, who apparently cannot convert it at all. From 
all the work done on human nutrition that has come 
to my attention, it would seem that the human economy 
of carotene is very poor in most individuals. This new- 
er knowledge of carotene absolutely prohibits the trans- 
fer per se to humans of our previous knowledge about 
rat nutrition. The extreme variability of the human re- 
sponse to carotene also precludes any standardization or 
setting up of conversion factor, as some individuals can- 
not convert carotene.

with the milling interests of Minneapolis and St. Paul 
because he recommended a by-product they sold. The 
attitude toward agricultural teaching has changed. I 
don’t know of a time when the agricultural colleges are 
making as great progress and rendering as real service 


to the breeders as they are at the present time. I urge 
breeders to take advantage of this great work. 
Benjamin Franklin made the statement that ‘He 


who by the plow must thrive, must either hold or drive.” 
The only way, in other words, in which you could farm 
was either to drive the horses or to hold the nlow. That 
may have been true a generation ago, but it is not true 
today. No one can make a success of the Holstein in- 
dustry, the breeding of cattle, or of farming, until he 
takes advantage of the newer knowledge that we have 
obtained from our agricultural colleges. The work that 
is being done today is developing a great many pro- 
cedures that is going to be of wonderful value to our in- 
dustry. We want to encourage them. They in their 
experimental work are handling peak loads during 4 
period when every new fact adds to our defense efforts. 

Just a word about the opportunities of breeders of 
Holstein cattle in our world picture. We have very 
little definite information of the situation in the breed- 
ing centers where all of our breeds of dairy cattle orig- 
inate, but it must be evident that the only source, the 
only reservoir of purebred cattle, high-producing cattle, 
at the close of this world war, is going to be America. We

“MONTIE” DIES AT LAUXMONT 


Montvic Rag Apple Netherland 
695000, third high Honor List Sire 
of 1940, died April 15, 1941 at 
Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., 
where he had been in service for 
the past eight years. Born April 12, 
1927, he lived to see his 14th 
birthday although his services dur- 
ing the latter days of his life were 
of course somewhat ltmited. He 
was one of the sires selected for the 
Great American Sire series started 
in the World last’ fall and the story 
of his life, together with his pedi- 
gree and picture appeared in our 
issue of Nov. 9, 1940. 


At that time it was announced that 
he had 54 tested daughters in Can- 
ada and the United States with rec- 
ords averaging 15,437 lbs. milk 
3.73%, 575.6 lbs fat at an average 
age of 2 years, 11 months, 3 days, 
all on either two or three-time milk- 
ing, these records being in either 
Advanced Registry or Canadian 
ROP. At that time his 34 AR daugh- 
ters at Lauxmont averaged 620.3 
lbs fat, all on three-time and in- 
cluding 23 two-year-old records and 
only one mature daughter. Since 
that average was compiled, several 
more daughters have completed rec- 
ords and several of them have come 
back with greatly increased records, 
one of them since the previous story 
was written having finished with 
1038.3 lbs fat. He has today 67 
daughters at Lauxmont, of which 17 
are now running on AR test so that 
any average we might announce for 
him would soon be out of date. 

He has also been proven in DHIA, 
the U. S. Government figures on 16 
dam-daughter pairs on a mature, 
305-day, two-time milking basis, 
showing an average for the daugh- 
ters of 14,441 lbs milk, 3.7%, 530 
lbs fat, as compared with a similar 
average for their dams of 12,026 lbs 
milk, 3.5%, 425 lbs fat, to give him 
a Class C 305-day index of 16,856 
Ibs milk, 3.9%, 657 lbs fat, which 
would be equivalent to a Class B 
yearly index of about 946 lbs fat. 

His highest record daughter to 
date is Lauxmont Rag Apple Nettie, 
whose figures are given as 24,738.4 
lbs milk, 4.1%, 1038.3 lbs fat as 
a mature cow in Class B. This rec- 
ord was not completed in time to be 
included in the Honor List for 1940. 
Had this record been finished in 
time, the extra 33 points this rec- 
ord would have scored would have

should not try to manipulate and maneuver our position 
so that we will be in an advantageous position when 
the world war closes, but we should think of what we 
can do to be of service to the dairy world. After all, 
it is not necessarily more barley, more corn, more cows, 
more milk, or more money that we are after, but more 
pleasure and more satisfaction in our lives which can 
be brought about only as we serve. No one can question, 
as he sees the world picture, that there is an opportunity 
for real service in the breeding of better cattle. 


I have thus suggested to your Board that a committee 
be appointed, not that they may be ready to act at this 
time, but to gather material, get factual data as to the 
conditions in other countries—not to learn how we can 
make money on these countries that have been in distress, 
but to learn how we later can be of service to them. 


Can there be any question in any breeder’s mind that 
there is a great opportunity in breeding Holsteins? 
There is one event which I want to call your attention 
that I believe has been a great help this year in stimul- 
ating interest in the Holstein breed. I hesitate to single 
out any event, but I think I am fair in singling this out— 
and that is the Western Holstein Classic at San Francis- 
co dedicating the Cow Palace of San Francisco. I hope 
some time later during the cnvention to have some of 
the Western delegates report a little more on that classic 
event. I am informed that there were ten thousand 
people on the day before that classic sale, seeing the 
Holstein cows that were to be sold. There is a great 
new interest in Holsteins on the Pacific Coast on ac- 
count of that great classic event. 


We do not know how to properly glamorize our 
breed. We work hard, we are tied to our job closely, 
and we hardly think of how to display our breed. A few 
weeks ago in the Milwaukee Journal I saw a picture of 
the head of a horse. It attracted my attention, and I 
found it was the picture of Man o’ War. His twenty- 
fifth birthday was being celebrated in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, and the Milwaukee Journal carried the picture. 
The great interest in Kentucky in breeding better 
horses has taught them to publicize the events that take 
place in the lives of their animals. We miss that ability 
in our breed. 


The events of the day, it seems to me, lead us to 
answer anew a question that was put in one of the 
first chapters of the Bible, how after Cain and slain 
Abel, he attempted to relieve his conscience by the 
thought, ‘““Am I my brother’s keeper?’’ It just seems 
to me that we have to answer it more affirmatively than 
we have ever done before. Am glad to note certain 
examples where people who have been unusually success- 
ful in gathering commodities, in building wealth finding 
that after all part of their accumulations belong to those 
who are living in the community where their wealth was 
created. You will pardon me if I simply give one or 
two examples. 


Mr. Belk, of the Belk Department Stores of one of 
our Southern states, has given five thousand dollars, 4 
thousand dollars to be used each year for five years in 
calf club work in his community. He has made a suc- 
cess in department stores, and he might have left a 
monument as to how the department store should be 
conducied, or how boys and girls can do better work in 
developing or managing a department store. But he 
set aside five thousand dollars to give a thousand dollars 
a year for five successive years for club work in dairy 
cattle. That is a living monument to the dairy indus- 
try. This, it seems to me, is giving back to his com- 
munity some of the commodities the community has pro- 
duced. 


Dr. Minahan, in purchasing one of our breed’s great- 
est cows and giving it to a state institution for whom he 
had given much of his professional life, was giving back 
part of the fame that he was able to earn so that he 
might give dairy trained boys a greater opportunity. 

Yes, after all, we are all on the same job. Whether 
we are painting a house, repairing a car, or whether we 
are a doctor or a nurse or a druggist or a banker, we are 
on the same job of producing for those we love, shelter 
in clothes and houses and food for sustenance. We are 
answering that question, “‘Am I my brother’s keeper?” 
only as we give a new and greater service.

Ayrshire 

The Ayrshire Breeders Association 
held its annual meeting at Syracuse, 
N. Y., May 14, with a good attend- 
ance. J. W. Alsop was reelected 
president. Eight directors were 
elected for a 3-year term. C. T. 
Conklin was reappointed secretary. 
The report of the secretary-treasurer 
was presented, but we do not find it 
published as yet in The Ayrshire Di- 
gest, and so have no detail on that. 

A proposed amendment to the by- 
laws which would prevent a director 
serving more than two consecutive 
terms was defeated. Although an 
amendment was recently adopted 
preventing a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee serving more than 
three years. The meeting approved 
an arrangement with the West Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion covering a cooperative research 
program entitled ‘“‘An Analysis of 


Breed Association Records as a 
Basis for a Breed-Improving Pro- 
gram.” A committee was appointed 


to study herd classification as a pro- 
gram for the Ayrshire breed. 

The Royal Ayrshire Sale was held 
the day following under the manage- 
ment of Paul B. Misner, with 58 
head selling for $10,975, an average 
of $189.22. Top price was $550. 

Guernsey 

The annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club was held 
May 14 at Hotel Pennsylvania, New 
York City. President John S. Ames 
was reelected, and Karl B. Musser 
reappointed secretary. The secre- 
tary’s report as always was an in- 
teresting analysis of the business of 
the Club, and in brief summary 
showed the following facts. 

Registrations to March 31, 1941 
total 667,402 females, 298,490 bulls. 
They will cross the one-million mark 
in total registrations this present 
year. During the fiscal year, 57,196 
animals were registered and 37,619 


birth reports were filed, a total in- 
crease of 7%. Transfers totalled 
38,853, up 9.6%. There were 2,335

tions—Pennsylvania, Ohio and Wis- 
consin in transfers. In the Ad- 
vanced Register, 79,001 records have 
been accepted. Last year 1,194 
breeders made 8,312 records which 
averaged 503.6 lbs fat. 2,273 cows 
in Herd Test averaged 425 lbs. 27 
Guernsey cows have now made rec- 
ords above 1,000 Ibs butterfat in a 
year. 

From the financial side, the Club 
had total income of $402,713.82; ex- 
penses totalled $399,694.88, leaving 
a net income of $3,018.94, and bring- 
ing the surplus to $164,218.57. The 
two items of Extension and Informa- 
tion Service total $84,626.69. 

Golden Guernsey, Inc., reported 
46,000 registered Guernseys and 
9,000 grades producing under this 
program. Sixty-two new distributors 
were added during the year and the 
average daily sales are stated to 
have increased 8,000 quarts. The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club has 
paid over to Golden Guernsey $1,000 
per month since July 1, 1934, and in 


total $10,000 additional, above this 
monthly schedule. Total income of 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., last year 


(including payments from the par- 
ent club) were $99,081.81; total ex- 
penses $98,861.35. The deficit of 
the California office was over $20,-

Jersey 

The American Jersey Cattle Club 
helds its 73d annual meeting at 
Hotel Pennsylvania, New York City, 
on June 4 with 39 members present, 
and 599 represented by proxy. Presi- 
dent Ira G. Payne was reelected. 
Secretary Morley reported the Club 
membership as 1,518, with 99 new 
members during the year. Registra- 
tions for the year totalled 49,975, 
an increase of 3.8% over the pre- 
vious year. Texas, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania are the three leading states. 
Transfers totalled 26,871, an in- 
crease of 7.2%. Texas, Ohio and New 
York lead in this department. In the 
Register of Merit, 2,361 records 
were completed with 331 breeders 
having cows on R. O. M. test. 42 
Jersey records above 1,000 lbs fat 
have now been listed in the U. S&S. 
In the Herd Test, there were 7,826 
cows owned by 358 breeders under 
supervision at the close of the fiscal 
year. Herd Classification work 
made a striking progress, with 3,396 
Jerseys classified during the year, an 
increase of 80% over the previous 
year. In two years, the number of 
Star Bull Certificates issued totals 
1,531. The new plan of Selective 
Registry of bulls goes into effect 
January 1, 1942, and no amend- 
ments of the original plan were 
made at this time. Treasurer Ross 
reported revenue for the past year 
totalling $214,690.96, and expendi- 
tures of $206,354.49. 

The annual report of Jersey 
Creamline, Inc., showed that for the 
past fiscal year, the American Jersey 
Cattle Club contributed $13,035.70, 
and other income brought the total 
revenue to $36,673.35, of which 
$33,105.68 was expended. During 
the year 93 new licenses were issued 
to producers and distributors start- 
ing the Creamline program, and at 
the end of the fiscal year there were 
434 active licensees operating in 39 
states, a net increase of 45 licensees 
during the year. Sales of milk bot- 
tle caps during the year totalled 23,- 
750,359, an increase of 19.82% over 
the previous year. 

At the National Jersey Sale, held 
June 6 at Far Hills, N. J., 36 head 
were sold for an average of $489.58. 
Top price was $1,700 for an im- 
ported cow.
